Dead Man Drew Revolver 


on Slayer 


MADE MANY THREATS 


TO KILL MAXWELL 


Jury Renders Decision After 


Hearing Many Witnesses 


of Shooting 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25. 


—The Coroner's jury, sitting in 
the case, of Edward Pincus, who 
was shot and killed by William 
Maxwell 
last 
Thursday, 
re- 


turned a verdict of justifiable 
homicide at 2:15 this afternoon. 
The verdict reads as follows: 


"That the said Edward Pincus, 


35 years old, a native of Califor- 
nia, occupation saloonman, came 
to his death August 20 in an am- 
bulance en route to the Centra^ 
Emergency Hospital, from shock 
and hemorrhage from a gunshot 
wound of the body, and we fur- 
ther find that the said gunshot 
wound was inflicted by William 
Maxwell, and we further find 
that the said William Maxwell 
was justified in the act." 


The inquest was not conclud- 


ed until nearly 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon, and when it was over, 
Assistant District Attorney Swei- 
gert informed counsel for the de- 
fendant that 
it would not be 


necessary to transcribe the testi- 
money at the preliminary hear- 
ing in the police court. 


He stated that his opinion was 


that the shooting was justifiable, 
and it is said that his verdict in 
the matter will ultimately result 
in a dismissal of the case. 


Five witnesses testified to hav- 


ing seen Pincus draw his gun on 
Maxwell, and added that they 
had observed it on the sidewalk 
after 
the tragedy.

scribed this- as a blue barrel, 
black stock weapon which was 
known to have belonged to Pin- 
cus.

This presentation of the Scott medal 
today is to be followed by the bestowal 
by various other organizations to schools 
bearing the names of men who have dis- 
tinguished themselves in national hlp- 
tory- 
Appomattox Post of Oakland will 
bp the first to follow the pxample by the 
presentation of a Grant medal to the 
Grant school In that city, and still an- 
other post will present a Garfield medal 
to the Garfield school In the samje city.

"Vaudeville spells for me my Itnme- 


date future." 
The pretty Miss Eleanor 


Gordon at the Orpheum looked terribly 
in earnest as she said this. 


'I have surrendei ed," continued Miss 
Gordon. ' 'I have been engulfed in the 
maelstrom of 'two-a-day*.' And, what Is 
more, I like It. It takes the drudgery 
of long seasons. In stock to prepare one 
for the comparative ease of twenty min- 
utes' work twice a day, and no change 
of bill for a whole long season. Of course, 
artistically it may not be as satisfying 
to the temperamental person, but that is 
because the temperamental person does 
not see the art in vaudeville. Now look 
at me!"

For them stock Is very nice, as 
it permits them to have a home for a 
season, without the attendant separation 
and hardships of touring on the road. 
Others find it more profitable, because 
the work Is more sure and steady. 
But 
I' m In vaudeville myself now, never to 
return to stock. 
Of course. If some In- 
fluential manager should offer me a nice 
part in a Broadway production, it would 
be good-by vaudeville, just as It was 
good-bv stock."

Of 22 in Shipwheck But 5 Sur- 


vive to Tell of Terrible 


Sea Tragedy 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Aug. 26.—Few 


worse tragic tales of the'sea are on rec- 
ord than that brought yesterday by the 
steamer Makura from Australia of the 
wreck of the Norwegian bark Brrol, which 
struck JJidaleton Reef on June 18, and 
tho sufferings and tragedies of the sur- 
•h-ors briefly reported by the captain. 
Five remained of twenty-two, when the 
Tofu took them off. so emaciated from 
thirst and starvation that they had to 
be carried. 


The Makura brought detailed stories of 


their vain struggle to find water on the 
reef, their unsuccessful 
search for- a 


cache of provisions and a lifeboat main- 
tained there previous to 1862, and -which 
the sailing directions stated still existed 
and of their final abandonment of hope 
and final delirium. 


Captain Anderson and the second mate 


were drowned while building a raft. An- 
derson's wife and children looked on, 
wringing their hanfls, and finally, after 
others had succumbed from starvation, 
the captain's wife 
drowned 'her four 


children, the youngest under a year and 
the eldest 
eight, under the impression 


that the five survivors were planning to 
resort to cannibalism, and she followed 
the children into the waters. 
Sailor's Tragic Tale 


Patrfck Palmer, 
able 
seaman, who 


joined the vessel on the west coast of 
South America before it started from 
Coqulmbo on her ill fated voyage to 
Newcastle, had the best recollection of 
the fourteen days of horror on the reef. 
"We're the last of twenty-two," he said, 
"that's including the captain's wife and 
the four poor little kiddies. Five of us 
sot away from the wreck on a raft. 
We went all over the reef in search of 
water, but found none, and one of the 
party died on the reef. 
We had some 


difficulty in building the raft, and the 
captain and second mate both got drown- 
ed In assisting at the trask. / 
Saw Husband Drown 


"The captain's wife stood within a few 


feet of him watching him, and she saw 
him drown as she stood there wringing 
her hands. She had her four kids, from 
the baby one year old to an eight year old 
girl, standing beside- her. 
We thought 


we would be able to find water on the 
reef and save the lives of those we had 
left on the wreck, but those sailing di- 
rections He. They are all liars. 
They 


said there whs water there, water in 
a beaker, in a lifeboat, and food—but 
there was no food. 
There was no food, 


I tell you; no food 
and no 
lifeboat. 


They lied and we had no chance. 
Ole, 


he died. He fell down on the reef and 
dropped his head on his chest. He was 
lucky. 


"There was another wreck on the reef 


and we thought it was a store ship. We 
boarded it, but found nothing to eat. It 
was musty, old, and all it held was a 
bottle with about two grills of water 
that must have been there for years by 
the horrid taste of it. Me and Carpenter 
drank that. 
We afterward found some 


more water, and, although It was bad, 
we drank It. We then decided to build 
a punt from the wreckage, and while we 
were working: at this we lived on shell- 
fish." 
- 


Pleaded for Babies 


Another survivor took up the story. 


He said that when the sufferers 
were 


sitting on the sand the captain's wife 
heard them discussing1 cannibalism, and 
asked them not to eat her children. Her 
mind was gone. 
Suddenly she ran into 


the sea and drowned her fonr children, 
following them into the waves, and the 
emaciated survivors sat watching1 her. 
One of them began laughing. His mind 
was gone, too. "When relief finally came 
there were but five, four men and a boy, 
and these were so exhausted that three 
had to be carried by the rescuers.

"It has been charged that women hai e been accosted 


on Broadway near Twelfth street by men and addressed 
in familiar tones and that my men knew of these con- 
ditions and have allowed the mashers to go unmolested 
and tkat women have been openly insulted 


"These charges are untrue and are without any 


foundation. 


"I ha.ve my men continually patrolling those beats 


wherein these alleged oiYenses are supposed to have been 
committed, and no woman has made any complaint to 
any of my men nor to the department. 


"If there were any of this so-called 'mashing' or 'in- 


sulting' going on it would have been observed and ar- 
rests would have resulted " 


Nevertheless the mashing of women on Broadway, 


between Eleventh and Fourteenth streets, is a continual 
thing. 
Remarks of a suggestive or indecent tenor are 


addressed to passing women a hundred times a day. If 
the police can't find anything about it they must be 
deaf and blind. One hns only to stand around at certain 
places for a very short time to obtain unquestionable 
evidence that women arc continually insulted in the 
streets of this town. 
If no complaints are made to the 


police they have been made to this office. 
At certain 


hours of the evening women have to literally push 
their way through crowds of ma!<! idlers gathered at cer- 
tain places, and while doing so listen to audible remarks 
of an ungentlemanly cha-acter. 
Perhaps the police are 


Possibly they 
unable to perceive these performances. 
have no desire to see them 


That a large proportion of the officers on the police 


force are good men striving to do their duty is true. 
These efficient and conscientious officers should not be 
classed with the derelict, hut in doing them justice it is 
not right to remain silent in regard to flagrant conditions 
which demand a prompt correctii e. Recently it became 
necessary to discipline members of the force for getting 
drunk and behaving in an ungentlemanly and disorderly 
manner. Has the force been purged till it is immaculate? 
Or is Chief Wilson so loyal to his department that he 
cannot admit any member of it neglects his duty or 
transgresses the canons of propriety and sobriety? 
We 


have no desire to reflect on the police as a body nor 
impugn the official integrity of Chief Wilson, but the fact 
remains that certain abuses exist here directly under the 
eye of the public, on the principal thoroughfares of the 
city, that call for correction.

Forgetting 


Iron Smelting by Electricity. 


When the experimental electric smelter at Heroult 


turns out twenty tons of pig iron, it goes far to estab- 
lish the claim of its builders that the problem of the em- 
ployment of electric heat in the smelting of iron ores 
has been 
solved and made commercially profitable. 


There are said to be still some defects m the smelter 
which interfere with its perfect working, but they are 
said to be of a minor character and easily remedied. The 
smelter has been brought to its present stage of perfec- 
tion under the intelligent direction of an ex-professor of 
Stanford University, who resigned his chair in the faculty 
to take charge of the smelter 
The success of electric 


smelting means much to California. It introduces a new 
and important industry into the State and makes com- 
mercially available the enormous deposits of iron ore 
which exist in various parts of the State, whose develop- 
ment has hitherto been delayed owing to the lack of a 
cheap and suitable fuel. That drawback has been over- 
come through the success of the electric plant at Heroult, 
for no cheap fuel producing source of supply in any part 
of the country can compete with the electric energy gen- 
crated by the Sierran watercourses and whose trans- 
mission to any point desired is possible. The success of 
the Heroult smelter will probably stimulate the exploita- 
tion of the minaret iron ore deposits located 'in the cen- 
tral section of the high Sierra. These deposits have 
hitherto been unavailable because of their almost inac- 
cessibility and remoteness from the railroad. 
But the 


Marketing for the Kitchen. 


How many housewives are there who understand 


the art of marketing for the kitchen? The question is 
raised by Dr. Harvey AI. Wile}', the head of the national 
chemistry bureau of the Department of Agriculture, in 
an interview held at Denver, where he is attending the 
pure food convention, in which he strongly insinuates 
that few of them- do, judging from the way they make 
their purchases and their neglect of supervision of the 
goods delivered. "It is the duty of every woman," de- 
clares Dr. Wiley, "whether she is a housewife or not, 
to inform herself on the laws of hygiene. 
The average 


icebox is a charnel house, which not only holds death, 
but spreads it. Too many housekeepers allow disorder 
and uncleanliness to prevail in their kitchens and larders 
through ignorance or indifference. They would rather 
pick out a sonata, read an Ibsen play or memorize a 
bridge rule 
than 
trace a ptomaine to its lair and 


eradicate it in the interest of family safety. 


"If they will give over the telephone habit, person- 


ally supervise the marketing, kitchens and larders, the 
present as well as the future citizen will be more useful 
to the community. 


"Too many households don't know what they are 


being served. 
In the morning Lucretia Borgia rushes 


to the phone and gives her order to the grocer's or 
butcher's clerk at the other end. He sends out the 
goods. 
Cook receives the 


"Into the icebox go meats, vegetables and fruits, 


many times without having the 
wrapping 
removed. 


When meal time comes the meat is put on the fire and 
the tins emptied of their contents without any thought 
being given to their condition or any care shown by the 
servant in charge of the commissary." 


This is a sweeping- accusation against the average 


American housewife. But the pity 'tis that it is in a large 
number of cases too true. The introduction of the tele- 
phone into the home, and that has become almost universal 
in these modern times, brings the housewife in direct 
communication with the family purveyor.

pines since the establishment of a leper 
colony on the island of Culion Is a source 
of great gratification to the officials of 
the Marine Hospital service here.

the Philippines, show that there are only 
2446 lepers In the Islands, while at the 
beginning of the American occupation 
eleven years ago. they numbered about 
four thousand.

Fossil Discovered on Ranch 


Near Los Angeles and Bul- 


letin is Issued 


BERKELET, Aug. 25.—A bulletin ol 
the department of geology of the Uni- 
versity of California Just off the press, 
written by Prof. Loy^ Holmes Miller, de- 
scribes a new fossil peacock, from the 
quartenary asphalt beds of Rancho La 
Brea, near Los Angeles. 
The remains, 


are of a genus which has not been found 
befoie In a fossil form, and the new 
fossil 
has 
been 
dubbed 
"pavo Call- 
forrucus." 


The peacock is now practically limited 


to the region' of India, though fossil 
forms ar« found also In Europe. 
The 


finding of the fossil remains of an Amer- 
ican peacock, something far out of the 
ordinary, and In a field so far from tho 
range of the peacock as revealed by 
former observations, gives rise to a new 
question of the geographical distribution 
of the bird for the professors to settle. 


Since tlie finding of the type form 


about which the bulletin was -written, 
under date of August 14, several ad- 
ditional perfect specimens have been ob- 
tained at the Rancho La Brea.

Johnson then announced that he had come prepared to sign

Secretary Berg: appeared "before the 


Merchants' Exchange last nigrht and 
made the following appeal to the di- 
rectors for aid. 


"Within the last month there has 


been repeated attempts made to burn 
our plant. 
We have had to guard it 


night and day. 
We have installed a 


sprinkler system in the mill which 
would flood the place when any cer- 
tain temperature of heat arises. 
We 


have had to put wire screens on the 
windows. 
Is Well Protected 


"We have also had to protect the 


basement part of the mill by fire de- 
vices. 
We have ten A. D T. alarm 


boxes, which a watchman must ring 
every half hour. We reduced our fire 
risk to a fraction of danger and made 
the plant nearly fireproof. 
But now 


we have a letter from the Pennsyl- 
vania Insurance Company saying that 
they will no longer carry our in- 
surance and that they do not deem 
It even necessary to give us any reason 
•why they refuse to any longer carry 
a. policy for us. 


"We have paid 


companies 
thousands of dollars 


premiums, and now when attempts 
are made by parties to burn us out 
and we need protection, this Pennsyl- 
vania Company drops us. 


"As a member of this Exchange, the 


Pacific Coast Lumber Company de- 
mands your aid 
We ask you to bring 


these insurance companies to time." 
Threaten Boycott 


Secretary Berg sat down amid the 


cries of "Hear! Hear," and it was plain 
to be seen how the sentiments of the 
Exchange were on the matter Colonel 
Theodore Gier arose, and after de- 
nouncing an insurance company that 
would carry a firm's insurance for 
years when 
th^y knew 
there 
was 


no imminent danger and then drop it 
at the first sign of trouble as worth- 
less, and stated that he carried insur- 


but that It would be for a short time 
only; that if they did not carry the 
lumber company's risk they could not 
carry his. 
He moved that a commit- 


tee be appointed to immediately con- 
fer with the Board of Underwriters

"A new clean cup with each drink of 


water. 
The idea IB striking enough to 


set people thinking who daily go thirsty 
about the streets rather than drink from 
public cups. But the Idea Is more than 
an idea — It has assumed the form of a 
pretty 
little machine of porcelain and 


nickel which delivers you a 
staunch 


paraffined paper cup filled to the brim 
with ice-cooled spring water. 
Tho rea- 


son cleanly men and women have con- 
tinued to go on so long drinking after 
one another Is due to the simple fact 
that they have been unable to get in- 
dividual drinking cups. 
Diseases, 
such 


as la grippe, 'go through families' as 
we say, and epidemics go through com- 
munities, and yet we wonder why. As a 
matter of fact, many people, apparently 
healthy, but who have been sick several
